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Pain dime 
owner, 
employee 
plead guilty

COVINGTON — The owner of 
Florida and Ohio pain clinics along 
with one of his employees, accused of 
illegally dispensing drugs in several 
Eastern Kentucky counties — includ- 
ing Lawrence — pleaded guilty last 
Thursday to money laundering charges. 

Jody L. Robinson, 38, of Ports- 
mouth, Ohio and William J. Muldoon 
Jr., 34, of Margate, Fla., entered the 
pleas during their rearraignments in 
U.S. District Court in Covington. They 
were among numerous people indicted 
separately in September on charges of 
dispensing controlled substances with- 
out a legitimate medical purpose at 
several pain clinics and are the first to 
plead guilty. 

Robinson owned pain clinics in 
Portsmouth, Ohio, and Plantation, Fla. 
that are now closed. According to a 
plea agreement with federal prosecu- 
tors, he worked in the automotive body 
repair industry in Southern ohio, 
“working long hours at hard labor,” and 
heard “about the money to be made in 
pain clinics.” He went to Fort Lauder- 
dale, Fla., to “conduct surveillance on a 
pill clinic” and became a patient at one 
of the clinics. During his visits, he met

Court upholds 
J ohnson sex 
conviction

FRANKFORT — The Kentucky 
Court of Appeals Friday upheld the 
conviction of a Johnson County man 
found guilty of sex crimes. 

The appeals court affirmed Johnny 
Eugene Fairchild’s January 2010 con- 
victions on charges of first-degree 
unlawful transactions with a minor 
and first-degree sodomy involving a 
13 -year-old girl. 

Fairchild was also found guilty of 
sexual abuse, but that conviction was 
later merged into the charge of unlaw- 
ful transaction with a minor. He was 
sentenced to 10 years in prison. 

On appeal, the appellate court

IVEL — Prestonsburg High School 
will be closed today (Wednesday) due 
to a joint funeral for a student and her 
grandmother who died Saturday in an 
automobile accident on U.S. 23, Ivel. 

Peggy Case, 53, and her 16-year- 
old granddaughter, both of Prestons- 
burg, were pronounced dead at the 
scene by Floyd County Coroner Greg 
Nelson. 

According to a press release by the 
Kentucky State Police, Case was trav- 
eling south on U.S. 23 in a 2005 Pon- 
tiac Grand Prix when she lost control 
of the vehicle, overcorrected and 
crossed the median, traveling into the 
northbound lanes. The vehicle was 
then struck by a 2007 Suzuki SUV 
operated by Carl Ray Johnson of Kite, 
who was traveling with two passen- 
gers. 

Johnson and his two passengers 
were transported to Pikeville Medical 
Center for treatment of their injuries. 

Peggy Case is survived by two 
children, Kari Lynn Case and Heather 
Risner, both of Prestonsburg; three

FLAT GAP — A Johnson County 
couple will be able to bring their sick 
child home from the hospital for Christ- 
mas thanks to the helping hands of 
Jamie’s Dream Team of Pennsylvania, 
which arrived last Thursday night to 
help build the family a home suitable for 
the child’s needs as well as that of the 
rest of the family. 



James and Jeana Music have two 
children, but their three-year-old son 
Waylon was born with Wolf-Hirschhorn 
Syndrome and has been in and out of the 
children’s hospital in Ohio numerous 
times since his birth. 

Wolf-Hirschhorn Syndrome is a con- 
dition that affects many parts of the 
body. The major features of the disorder 
include a characteristic facial appear- 
ance, delayed growth and development, 
intellectual disability and seizures. 
According to Genetics Home Reference, 



it affects about one in every 50,000, 
with twice as many females being 
affected. 

Jamie’s Dream Team founder Jamie 
Holmes said the couple contacted her 
approximately two months ago asking 
for help with getting back into their 
home. 

“It’s really a sad situation. They are 
a young couple and they’ve endured a 
lot,” Holmes said. “Waylon had to be in 
the hospital and they spent hours driving 
back and forth from the hospital. Their 



home developed black mold and they 
had to move in with a family member. 
They both lost their jobs and they lost 
their cars because they couldn’t afford 
them and they got repoed. A grandparent 
lives up the street but he is heating his 
home with something that can cause the 
baby’s lungs to fail. He had to go back 
to the hospital two weeks ago and he 
can’t come back into that situation. We 
didn’t go there because we wanted to 
make anybody look bad, and I know 
they were worried about that. We went 



there because we wanted to help.” 
Holmes said that she was impressed 
by James Music when she asked him if 
he wanted her to send someone to come 
down and get measurements for her. 

“He was at the hospital, and when I 
asked him that, he said no,” Holmes 
said. “He said he would drive back and 
do it himself. I told him it is a six-hour 
drive, but he didn’t care and said you

can’t help someone who doesn’t 
want to help themselves. I was 
really impressed by that.” 

Holmes said it was a bit of a 
culture shock to come to Eastern 
Kentucky, but that she had 
enjoyed it “very much” and it 
was very motivational for her to 
continue trying to help others. 

“They were very grateful, but 
it wasn’t charity,” Holmes said. 
“We just wanted to help them be 
able to get their child home. They 
had to have ramps, a special tub 
and there were other things that 
had to be done to accommodate 
the baby. They should be able to 
go home next week. We are 
going to come back, but we are 
working on a wedding in Ohio 
and we will be going to Nevada 
this week. We will come back to 
see the finished product. I’m just 
so thankful for all the volunteers 
and the help the family received. 
It was amazing. There are a lot of 
good people in that community 
and they may not have a lot of 
money, but they do have big 
hearts. I hope we will have the 
opportunity to help someone else 



in that community.” 

Holmes’ mother, Kim Shidel, 
is a member of the board of 
directors of the organization and 
is also a co-founder. 

“It really is important that the 
people we are helping trust us to 
help them and to not show up 
there to make them look bad. I 
know that they talked about 
something someone else did pre- 
viously and that is not what we 
want to do,” Shidel said. “We are 
not trying to make anyone look 
bad. My daughter had to undergo 
45 surgeries and I’ve been 
through it so I understand what 
it’s like and I know how much 
they need the help. I can relate to 
their situation and we just want 
to help them. It is a wonderful 
community.” 

She said she explained to 
them that if it wasn’t for Paints- 
ville Mayor Bob Porter, “they 
would have had to wait for the 
ramp.” 

“They were able to get it 
because he made a phone call 
and they like him,” she said. “We 
weren’t there to turn the commu- 
nity upside down and not there to 
pick people apart, I’ve had a sick 
daughter and I know what it’s 



like. I understand. Everyone in 
the Music family are such good 
people. They were just wonder- 
ful.” 

Holmes said that she would 
like to come back to the area and 
help others but that she can’t be 
everywhere and needs volunteers 
who could help in one way or 
another, including fundraising. 

“If there are people who want 
to donate, they can and they can 
earmark the money for their 
area,” Holmes said. “If the mon- 
ey is earmarked, it will be used 
there.” 

Holmes explained that people 
can help in more ways than just 
fundraising or contributing 
financially and if they are inter-

Holmes said the Music fami- 
ly is “still going to need a lot of 
help after they are able to bring 
Way Ion home.” 

“The community really came 
together and I hope they will get 
all the help they need,” Holmes 
said. 
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Dr. Clara Rodriquez-Iznaga, 
who eventually helped him 
establish Florida Global Pain 
Clinic in Plantation in July 
2008. She also became the in- 
house physician, the plea agree- 
ment says. 

“Dr. Rodriquez started com- 
plaining to the Defendant that 
she needed more patients, pre- 
suming that the Defendant 
would bring in more patients,” 
the plea agreement says. “The 
Defendant began efforts to 
increase the patient load by sev- 
eral means including patient 
lists from an MRI business and 
contacting them to come to 
Florida Global Medical using a 
dial up service to contact 
patients on the list.” 

Robinson also used the ser- 
vices of two people in Ohio and 
the Eastern District of Ken- 
tucky to recruit individuals in 
those areas to go to the Florida 
clinic. 

The initial office visit fee to 
the clinic was $150 to $160 in 



cash, and the cost of filling a 
prescription at the in-house 
pharmacy was approximately 
$300, the agreement says. 

“Dr. Rodriquez did not want 
any patients using insurance 
and also wanted all patients to 
obtain a Florida I.D.,” the 
agreement says. “The Defen- 
dant estimated Dr. Rodriquez 
initially saw 30-35 patients per 
day at the clinic.” 

The business arrangement 
was a 50-50 split of revenue 
from the office visit, with all 
office expenses coming out of 
Robinson’s half of the money, 
the agreement says. 

Robinson later opened a 
clinic in Portsmouth, Ohio, due 
to the number of patients who 
came from Ohio, Kentucky and 
West Virginia to the Florida 
facility. 

“The driving factor for the 
Defendant’s and Dr. Rodriquez’s 
involvement in the pill clinics 
was the need to make money in 
a short period,” the agreement 
says. “Dr. Rodriquez made over 
$500,000 from July 2008 



CASE: ODnviction uphdd 
by state Court of Appeals 
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rejected Fairchild’s arguments 
that the trial court erred when it 
failed to grant his motion during 
trial for a directed verdict of 
acquittal on the charge of 
unlawful transaction with a 
minor, when it denied his pre- 
trial motion for a competency 
hearing and when it refused to 
suppress statements Fairchild 
gave to police. 

On another issue, the appeals 
court said that Fairchild was 
denied his right to confrontation 
when the trial court utilized a 
video system for witness testi- 
mony that did not provide for 
actual face-to-face confronta- 
tion between Fairchild and his 
accusers. But the court said it 
was harmless error, noting a 
2010 Kentucky Supreme Court 
decision involving another 
Johnson Circuit Court case. In 
that case, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the physical layout of 



through December 2008. The 
Defendant made at least 
$400,000.” 

Muldoon was hired by Rob- 
inson to help advertise the Flor- 
ida clinic and was aware of the 
“high probability” that Robin- 
son and Rodriquez were operat- 
ing the clinic for the “purpose 
of issuing prescriptions to 
patients without legitimate 
medical purpose and outside the 
usual course of medical prac- 
tice,” according to his plea 
agreement. 

The doctor has also been 
charged but has not asked to be 
rearraigned. 

Among others indicted on 
similar charges are the owners 
and doctors of former pain clin- 
ics in Paints ville and Auxier. 
Their cases are pending. 
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the Johnson Circuit Courtroom 
violated William Star’s right to 
confront his accusers, but that it 
was harmless error because Star 
failed to show that his “unob- 
structed observation would 
have affected the substance and 
credibility of the . . . witnesses.” 

Star was found guilty but 
mentally ill of murdering two 
Martin County residents and is 
serving a 30-year sentence. 

In Fairchild’s case, the 
appeals court said violation of 
the confrontation clause was 
also harmless. 

“Where it does not appear 
that the error had a substantial 
probability of changing the 
result, it is harmless,” the Court 
of Appeals said. “Although it 
was an error to allow the testi- 
mony with the layout of the 
court room as it is, there was no 
error in this case.” 

Fairchild is serving his sen- 
tence at the Luther Luckett Cor- 
rectional Complex at LaGrange.

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Lawrence man pleads 

guilty to manslaughter

ASHLAND - A Lawrence 
County man charged with kill- 
ing an Olive Hill man in 2009 
entered a guilty plea last week 
to amended charges for which 
his plea agreement says he will 
serve 20 years in prison. 

Robert Liming s, 49, of 
Blaine, pleaded guilty to first- 
degree manslaughter and sec- 
ond-degree burglary and will 
serve 10 years on each charge, 
consecutively, according to the 
plea deal. 

Limings must serve at least 
85 percent of his sentence 
before he will be eligible for 
parole. 

Limings was indicted in 
Carter County and charged with 
capital murder and first-degree 
arson, for which he could have 



potentially faced the death pen- 
alty had he not accepted the 
plea agreement. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Kentucky State 
Police at Post 14 in Ashland 
shortly after the incident 
occurred, authorities responded 
to a complaint of a possible 
arson at a residence in Olive 
Hill. 

Upon his arrival, arson 
Investigator Rodney Carroll 
discovered a body inside the 
residence, and additional units 
responded to the scene at the 
time to assist with the investiga- 
tion. 

During the course of the 
investigation, Limings was 
arrested and charged with sec- 
ond-degree burglary and tam- 
pering with physical evidence 
and lodged in the Carter County 
Detention Center. 

Limings, then 47, was 



already in custody when the 
indictment was issued and was 
then charged with capital mur- 
der and first-degree arson. 

The additional charges 
stemmed from testimony pro- 
vided to the Carter County 
Grand Jury by Carroll and Ben 
Tanner, a KSP press release 
said. 

The grand jury indicted 
Limings for the December 13, 
2009 offenses after Limings 
burglarized the home of Rick 
Hopkins on Garvin Ridge in 
Carter County. 

Limings killed Hopkins 
inside the residence and then set 
fire to the home, police said. 

Hopkins’ body was sent to 
the state medical examiner’s 
office for an autopsy. 

Formal sentencing is sched- 
uled for 2:30 p.m. on Dec. 17 in 
Carter County. 



2 Pike Co. residents 
arrested for break-in

Many families are now 
setting their sights on Christ- 
mas and year-end vacations. 
Once they do hit the road or 
line up at airports, bags will 
be stuffed with smartphones 
and tablets and - most likely 
- a rat’s nest of chargers and 
cables. 

As much as we love visit- 
ing family and friends, trav- 
eling during the holidays can 
be maddening. You can 
smooth out some of the 
bumps by keeping your tech 
gear safe, powered up and 
organized. 

Safety first 

Before you leave, make 
sure your gadgets are pass- 
code-protected and loaded 
with apps that will help you 
track and find them in case 
they get lost or stolen. 

For iPads and iPhones, 
there’s the free Find My 
iPhone. Android users can 
try Lookout Mobile Security. 

The nice thing about 
these apps is they allow you 
to remotely wipe the gadgets 
in a worst-case scenario. You 
don’t want to risk sensitive 
information falling into the 
wrong hands, which could 
expose you to identity theft. 

Set your gadgets to auto- 
matically back up to the 
cloud. You might receive 
some important documents 
or email that you wouldn’t 
want to lose.

Gadgets can be 
replaced; memories can’t.

Portable recharging/ 
backup battery gadgets and 
battery cases for phones and 
tablets will give your gad- 
gets a few extra hours of 
useable life. You might have 
e-readers and other gadgets 
that need to charge through 
mini USB cables. Bring an 
adapter that turns a wall out- 
let into a multiport USB 
charging station. I sell many 
handy recharging solutions 
for travelers in my store.

Summer work leads to career 
for BSACAP WIA participant 



PAINTSVILLE — Roger 
“Levi” Lee likes his job. 

“It’s a really good job,” said 
Lee, a Johnson County deputy 
PVA. 

Lee, who has worked at the 
PVA’s office full-time since 
February 2011, initially worked 
there part-time during the sum- 
mer of 2010 as part of Wor- 
kNow Kentucky, which was 
overseen by Workforce Invest- 
ment Act (WIA) staff. 

The WIA program is admin- 
istered by Big Sandy Area 
Community Action Program 
and provides employment and 
training services. In addition, 
the WIA Youth Program offers 
assistance with academic or 
job-related learning and helps 
youth prepare for further educa- 
tion and eventual employment. 

“Mom was out one day and 
she came home and said, 
‘Here’s a program you should 
try,”’ recalls Lee, 24, of Nippa. 
“I was at the house playing 
video games all day. Although I 
was making money off tourna- 
ments, she didn’t think that 
(career choice) would be a good 
idea.” 

Lee took his mother’s advice 
and enrolled in the program 
where he met WIA Youth Ser- 
vices Coordinator Erica Ash. 
Ash helped Lee develop a 
career action plan and hone his 
employment skills. 

“They gave me tips on inter- 
view skills and told me how to 
dress. I had been wearing band 
shirts to interviews. They told 
me to keep my hair trimmed, 
too.” Lee tugs at his hair and 
adds, “I need to get a haircut.” 

Ash says Lee also complet- 
ed 30 hours of work readiness 
training, which included a 
career assessment. After gradu- 
ating from Johnson Central 
High School, Lee earned certif- 
icates in website creation and 
computer programming. Due to 
these interests, Ash placed him 
with a company that creates 
websites. Next, he filed and 
took photos of maps and prop- 
erties at the PVA office before 
moving on to a printing com- 
pany. 

“I did manual labor there,” 
Lee says with a smile. “I didn’t 
want to do that. I have the arms 



of a girl.” 

According to Ash, placing 
clients with more than one 
employer is a normal part of the 
process. 

“Sometimes, it’s about 
learning what you don’t want to 
do,” she notes. 

Lee had discovered what he 
wanted to do the summer he 
worked at the PVA’s office. 
When he heard Johnson County 
PVA Michael “Dip” Stafford 
had plans to hire another deputy 
PVA, Lee approached him 
about the job. 

Lee’s work ethic had 
impressed Stafford, so he hired 
him. 

“Levi displayed a willing- 
ness to learn and an enthusiasm 
to do tasks asked of him,” Staf- 
ford notes. “He’s punctual and a 
hard worker and he exhibits 
good people skills.” 

Deputy PVA Judy Collins 
agrees. 

“We liked him so well, we 
wanted to keep him,” Collins 
says. “He was nice and quiet 
and we thought he could learn 
mapping. And he has.” 

“I work with surveyors and 
put surveys into the computer 
so everything gets mapped,” 
Lee says. “Mapping is my 
favorite thing about the job.” 

Ash believes Lee’s outlook 
helped him get this job he likes 
so well. 

“It’s great to have someone 



work with us over the course of 
a year to find employment,” 
Ash says. “Levi displayed a 
positive attitude and was not 
discouraged when job place- 
ments didn’t work out. In the 
end, he found his niche at the 
PVA’s office, which demon- 
strates the long-term benefits of 
a short-term program like Wor- 
kNow.” 

Ash adds, “Almost two 
years later, he’s still there.” 

Ash also stresses the role of 
employers such as the PVA 
office. 

“The WIA program is about 
building relationships between 
the career advisor and the indi- 
vidual seeking employment as 
well as building relationships 
with employers who will give 
out-of-school youth a chance to 
succeed,” she says. 

For his part, Lee expresses 
gratitude to the WIA staff for 
building those relationships. 

“Without them, I’m pretty 
sure I would have never been in 
here,” he reflects. “I don’t think 
I would have ever known about 
this office. Until they put me in 
here, I didn’t know it existed. I 
would have still been in my 
room playing StarCraft.”
